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Jeanette Ely Boea was born on February 19, some time between the years of 
1904 and 1907. The exact year is unknown and her birth certificate has apparently been 
lost or there is not one because a midwife delivered her at home. A fire destroyed the 
christening papers that would have served as a birth record. On the 1910 Census, Jeanette 
is listed as being three years old in April. This would indicate that her year of birth was 
1907. A letter from the superintendent of schools verifies that she was 16 in the year 
1920, however, this would mean she was born in the year 1904. However, her death 
certificate indicates she was born in 1906 and that she was 60 years old at the time of her 
death, February 23, 1966, 4 days after her birthday, but the cemetery records show Feb. 
19, 1907 as being listed on her headstone as her date of birth. Currently there is no one 
living to clarify the exact date. 

She married Paul Boea on May 7, 1923. They lived in the same neighborhood 
since at least 1910 when Paul was nine years old and Jeanette was three. Together they 
had four children: Eunice, Jean, Shirley, Paul and Lilly. Her parents were Andrew Ely 
Jr. and Cora Tillman. Her brothers and sisters (as of 1910) were Cornelious, born abt. 
1889, Luvenia, born abt. 1891, Ruth, born abt. 1893, Victoria, born abt. 1896, Louise, 
born sei 1898, Rosalie, born about 1900, Francis, born abt. 1902, Jeanette, born abt. 
1907, and Josephine born abt. 1909, Katherine and Cora.

The Henry Mystery 


Here is what we know Paul Boe’ married Caroline Magestra in 1849. In 
1845 there is a Francis Henry who married a Carolie Batre. On the 1850 
census of Francois’ family there is a Carolie Henry listed. I believe this to be 
young Francis’ wife. Relationships were not listed on that year’s census. 
Paul and Caroline have not been found listed on the 1850 census. On 25" of 
March 1851 Justine Boe’ the son of Caroline Magestre and Paul Boe’ is 
baptized. Records are found in the White Registry. Emily Boe was born in 
1852 or 53 as of this date I have not found Baptismal records for her. She is 
listed on the 1860 as Mary. Sophia Boe’ was baptized 3 Feb. 1856. 

Caroline is not listed on the 1860 census. With Paul are Clara Henry and the 
three children he had with Caroline. 


Following young Francis I found a marriage listed between Francis and 
Coralie Batre in 1845. After reading the papers concerning the lawsuit with 
Francis’ heirs it is my thoughts that Francis had a lady friend on the side. 
Looking at census records it appears Coralie may have been on her own in 
Mobile in 1866. She was still a Henry. On the 1860 census there is a Francis 
and a Frances Henry living in Mobile with four children with the Henry 
name. There was a marriage between Frances Estes and Francis Henry a0 
Oct. 1863 in Blunt County Alabama. On the 1870 census the male part of 
the Frances, Francis union was not there. On the 1880 census I find Francis 
Henry with a Mary Henry and Louis DeFlander. A few months later there is 
a marriage between Mary Ladiner and Francis Henry 


It appears Caroline had no records before her marriage to Paul. It is possible 
the spelling of her maiden name is wrong or there is truth to the story that 
Francois was descended from Spanish ancestors. A mystery still to be 
solved. I do believe Justin, Emily and Sophia were the grandchildren of 
Francois I just need to find the true connection. 


I am sending most of the records I have. You might find more in the book 
that is there. I really would like to get this story right. Let me know what 
you think. Take your time I am not in a rush for this. You have a lot going 
on there and | am working on the Young Family Tree. We can plan to go 
over this when we return in the summer.
